I wonder what the message 
will be tonight. And I wonder 
who it is that needs a message. 
I guess some one is hungry 
and it is the hungry people that 
eat well: And when we _ think 
about it we always know by 
our own experience that peo- 
ple are anxious to hear some- 
thing that will feed their souls 
and do them good. 

I used to read a book entitled 
“Soul Food.” And it was filled 
with good things. I read it 
over and over and it was al- 
ways a blessing to me. If I 
had the book now no doubt 
I could get some good soul food 
from its pages, and though I 
have read it many times doubt- 
less much of it would seem 
new. This is doubly true of 
the Bible and its teaching: It 
is old and yet always new and 
fresh and contains abundance 
of soul food, It is very com- 
mon for Christians to -talk a- 
bout being saved. Some _ ob- 
ject to the use of the term in 
connection with salvation, but.I 
see no reason for objections be- 
cause people are either saved or 
not saved. The angel told Jos- 
eph that “Thou shalt call his 
name Jesus: for he shall save 
his people from their sins.” 
(Matt. 1:21). And if people are 
saved from their sins they are 
saved. ‘ 

When Jesus was on earth He 
said to a certain woman, “Thy 
sins are forgiven.” When He 
made this statement certain 
ones with Him raised a question 
about His power to forgive sins, 
and they probably thought He 
was out of His place in making 
such qa statement. But while 
they reasoned’ among them- 
selves He continued His talk 
to the woman and said, “Thy 
faith hath saved thee; go in 
peace.” There was a woman 
that was not saved, and after 
her sins were forgiven Jesus 
declared that she was saved. 

In answer to the question of 
a certain man at -Philippi— 
“What must I do to be saved?” 
Paul and Silas both replied, “Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved.” Ac- 

cording tothe story this man 
believed:and thus Was saved: 
When he asked the question he 
was not saved,.but when he be- 
lieved; he was saved, 

In these® verses nothing is 
said about sanctification. _ But 
there is-something said about 
sins forgiven, and when sins 
were forgiven Jesus was ready 
to say the woman was saved. 

' And when the jailer at Phil- 

ippi believed, he was saved, be- 
cause Paul said he would be. 
And that is good evidence. 
Paul further states that we are 
saved by hope, and then shows

I wish to tell you a true story 
of one- of those boys. My 
brother H, for I myself was 
one of the family, was a sailor 


broke out; but at the com- 
mencement of the war he en- 
listed in the United States ser- 
vice, and was placed on one of 
those gunboats so often called 
a cheese-box: After the close 
of the war, he engaged him- 
self to a merchant vessel, and 
sailed to the West Indies. On 
their return to New York, they 
were shipwrecked, About mid- 
night, the cries of the sailors 
were heard above the storm; 
‘The ship has sprung a leak!’ 
Every possible effort was made 
to save the gallant vessel, but 
without avail. It was soon seen 
that she must go to the bottom 
of the sea. My brother. was 
standing on the top of the pilot 
house when the ship went down. 
Every other pérson on board 
perished; but «as. the ship 
plunged under the water, the 
force of the air burst off the 
top of the pilot-cab on which 
he was standing, and on this 
he was left, floating on the 
water. All the rest of that 
night, and until the middle of 
the next afternoon, he remained 
in that, terrible condit*‘on. But 
when he had nearly given up 
in despair, as he rose to the top 
of one of those great swells, for 
the sea was very. rough, 
he saw away in the distance 
the rigging of a ship. He quick- 
ly stripped off his red sailor’s 
jacket,-and each time he rose 
to the top of another swell, 
he waved it over his. head. At 
last the old gray-haired captain 
saw him, and made toward him, 
and, as soon as he was near 
enough, asked him if he should 
throw him a rope, or send him 
a boat. He told him to lay a- 
long side and throw him a rope. 
At last, in this way, they . drag- 
ged him on board—almost ex- 
hausted, and nearly frozen, for 
it was in March. Saved at the 
last moment, yet saved by a 
perfect and complete salvation: 
One moment out in the great 
ocean with only a plank,. and 
the long, cold, dark night com- 
ing on—the next in the great. 
strong ship by a warm fire, 
and soon clad in dry and com- 
fortable _ garments delivered 
from all danger. To him, that 
ship proved, indeed, a life-boat. 

But, friend, my brother’s ex- 
perience terrible as it was, is 
only a fair type of that, of thou- 
sands who float away on the 
great ocean of time, thought- 
less and unconcerned until the 
hour of danger comes. Then

A great many people get the 
notion that conversion is being 
“patched up,” an outgrowth of 
morality, and some say that 
underrate 
conversion; but the ones who 
do that are the ones who are 
not too much converted them- 
selves. We teach that it is a 
miracle; it is coming down in- 
to the machinery of darkness 
and life and introducing Christ- 
likeness contrary to the instincts 
and laws of nature. eWhen He 
converts a soul He does a 
greater miracle than in raising 
a dead man from the grave, 
for one is a change of material 
conditions and the other a 
change of the spiritual na- 
ture Some one says, “Oh, 
but Iam such a bad case!’ 
But when God converts you 
there will be a miraculous 
change in all your nature. 

The next point is, he was 
born “by faith.” If Abraham had 
doubted God’s promise, Isaac 
would never have come into the 
world. He believed God without 
stopping to consider the  diffi- 
culties. in the way. The in- 
stant a promise is held out to 
you, you go to arguing, .. and 
while you are’ arguing. your 
faith will disappear. Abraham 
believed God without stopping 
to argue, and so Isaac was born. 
If you want a new life it will 
come by faith. God says, “I 
will take away the stony heart 
out of your flesh, and I_ will 
give you an heart of flesh.” 
When God promises to change 
your heart, it is your ‘place to 
believe God. Don’t stop to rea- 
son about difficulties in the 
way; just say, “Thou didst 
make me, and Thou canst make 
me over again.” It is your place 
to believe , in spite of every- 
thing. Though hell and earth

Depravity may still litger in 
the heart but it is stripped of its 
power;it may exist,but it doesn’t 
have authority. There is a 
great difference between having 
sin in the heart and having it 
to control the heart. 

Isaac was the controlling 
life That is the state of a 
child of God. Your conversion 
is an incoming of a new life 
from God, it puts every thing 
else under tribute to it. From 
the moment we are regenerated 
we are able to control the re- 
maining evil tendencies in the 
heart, and while you have 
wrong tendencies, they don’t 
rule you; your tongue prays in- 
stead of swears, your hands 
work for God-atid not for Sa- 
tan; that is so of every child of 
God. 

These two lives haven’t gone 
far together before there comes 
another phase—the time came 
for Isaac to be weaned. They 
made a great feast, and Ish- 
mael’s jealousy was aroused; 
he knew Isaac was the true 
heir. He tantalized and vexed 
Isaac;.and Sarah said to Abra- 
ham, “You must cast out this 
bondwoman and her son.” Aft- 
er you have had the new life 
implanted in your hearts, by and 
by God calls every child to 
come to weaning time, Only a 
short while after we are born 
of God, the Holy Ghost makes 
convictions for something high- 
er; the Holy Ghost calls upon 
us to be weaned.” The young 
convert lives on emotions , on 
his friends, etc; he lives on 
“milk.” He is a babe; can’t 
walk alone; has to lean on ex- 
ternal aids,—on revivals, on 
preachers, on emotion, or some 
outside “somebody.” Now God 
calls for every converted soul 
to be ‘“‘weaned;” then they wili 
take “strong meat.” And look 
out, when the day comes for 
weaning, your carnal nature 
will begin to make war in your 
breast, and you will find that 
when the Holy Ghost is drawing 
you out to higher things, this 
inbred sin, this depraved na- 
ture, old “Ishmael,” will mock 
and make fun of you. If you 
pray in public, and make a ‘good 
prayer, he'll flatter you, and if 
you pray a poor prayer he will 
make fun of you; he will either 
try to make you a fool ora 
coward. If you speak or work 
for God he will make fun, and 
if you don’t he will accuse you 
of never being saved, and _ will 
tell you how mean you are. No 
matter how you act, inbred sin 
will always tantalize; it is an 
eternal grumbler- As long as 
you are trying to serve God it 
will hinder and bother you, al- 
ways putting objections to you. 
That bad boy (ishmael) would 
take Isaac’s toys and make him 
cry, and then. tantalize him be- 
cause he did so; inbred sin will 
take your joy from you and 
then say, “Cry!” and tantalize, 
you.

We all want to be 
holy, but can we pay the price? 
“It will destroy my own notions 
of propriety, and injure my rep- 
utation, etc.; it will grieve me 
to take Ishmael out of my 
heart.” But the Church keeps 
pressing you, it bids you “cast 
him out.” God always takes 
sides with His Church. Stop 
your arguing about it and cast 
out that evil thing; if you don’t 
he will damage the life of Isaac. 
Fancy the parents watching 
while these two boys are at 
play, when suddenly Ishmael 
fires up and strikes Isaac; and 
Sarah says to Abraham, “Do 
you see that? From Isaac shall 
come in David’s line Jesus that 
shall save the world; do you see 
how valuable that life is?” Yes, 
I see it,” says Abraham. “Can 
you afford to have that child’s 
life in danger? Ishmael will get 
larger and larger, and some day 
he will kill Isaac. Hadn’t. you 
better cast him out?” Abraham 
“sees” it and he calls Hagar 
and sends them out, You have 


got good religion in your heart, 


but your religion is being in- ~ 


jured by your depravity. The one 


is born of God,—that- is all 
right,—the other is born of 
depravity. You do not want to 
cast out self-will, but that is 
your Ishmael, which may some 
day kill your piety, Can you 
afford to have anything to en- 
danger your religion? You can’t 
afford to have pride and rebel- 
lion; you can’t afford to keep 
Ishmael in your heart when he 
may murder your piety. 


When Abraham cast out Ish- 
mael, then Isaac had every- 
thing to himself; he is free. No- 
tice, he is the very same child! 
before, hindered and bothered, 
now the same with the hind- 
rances and bother taken away. 
Some think that  sanctifica- 
tion is a sort, of new kind of re- 
ligion. You have the only kind 
you will ever get if you are con- 
verted—saved, only it is re- 
ligion under difficultiss—Isaac 
hindered by Ishmael. Now when 
you are “purged from sin” you 
have the same religion with the 
hindrances all gone. You can- 
not afford to keep anything in 
your heart that will interfere 
with your eternal welfare. The 
unconverted must get a new 
life—get saved, and _ believers 
should have the hindrances“cast 
out” and have joy and comfort 
in all the house of the Lord. 
And this is what sanctification 
does for a soul that’ is saved, 
And do not allow any false 
theory to lead you from the ol@ 
paths. Sanctification is casting 
out the old man, it is death to 
the carnal nature that is not 
subject to the law of God, it de- 
stroys, casts out the Ishmael 
(Adamic sin) and gives a chance 
for Isaac to develop and grow. 
Gives the Isaac nature a chance 
to rule without a rival. 

Get saved, get sanctified, get

My heart has been made to 
rejoice upon many occasions 
since I have been connected 
with the work in the office of 
the Church of God. My work

As I sit here and think of 
Pregzess of the past Ti 


years, I am wondering what the 
next few years will bring. The 
above is only a very brief sketch 
of the work. I might add, the 
ticensed ministers of the Church 
of God are nearing the one 
thousand mark. All these things 
mark the progress of His church 
and confirm His word where He 
says, “Where I record my name 
I will be there.” 


Brother Tomlinson made 
quite an impression on my heart 
and mind in one of his articles 
recently when he stated that 
our ministers and people were 
getting to the place where they 
could give more time to the 
spreading of the gospel as they 
had studied the plans and rules 
of the Church of God and had 
become so well acquainted and 
accustomed to the rules and 
discipline, that they knew no 
other way and how they can 
leave this ‘part of the work and 
launch out for the lost. They 
now have a place to house them 
in as they are snatched from 
the hands of the enemy. 


This statement reminds me 
of an article written by a Pente- 
costal missionary to China. He 
stated that he was working for 
a missionary home there and 
for that cause he could not give 
all his time to the ministry. He 
stated that many people object- 
ed to this and said there wasn’t 
any use to spend this money for 
a building, but rather take this 
for evangelical work. He stated 
that the missionaries had to live 
in mud huts and put up most 
any way and their lives were 
shortened by not having proper 
care and protection. He also 
said that this house would be a 
centered location where the 
people could depend on a regular 
service. Also he expected several 
other missionaries there this 
fall, and they would have a 
place to study the language, 
and therefore prepare them- 
selves for the work.

. To confirm this a little more.

I rejoiced in the fact that the 
dear old Church of God that 
made its appearance in this day, 
back in the mountains of N. C.

though criticized more by this 
denomination than any other, 
they are now falling In line and 
tracing the paths that the 
Church of God has faithfully 
trod for these fifteen years. 
Isn’t it wonderful to see the big 
churches adopting the rules of 
the Church of God, even though 
they have been our strongest 
enemies? They see now that we 
had the Bible plan. The Free 
Methodists are now adopting 
our plan of tithing and _ stated 
their plan never was satisfac- 
tory and they had tried differ- 
ent ones. They stated that 
tithing was God’s plan to fi- 
nance His work, and it was the 
only plan to prove successful. 


Now these things should en- 
courage us and the tithe 
system that has been adopted 
‘by the Church of God is growing 
ing more and more in favor 
with the people as the figures 
will show. The year 1919 Min- 
utes show $63,737.50 ‘paid in- 
to church treasuries and only 
counting nine months of this 
year the reports here in the of- 
fice show there have been $75, 
928.50 already ‘paid into the 
church treasuries and will prob- 
ably run over $100,000 by the 
Assembly which will be an in- 
crease of about $37,000 over 
last year. This shows that 
tithing is taking more with the 
people. 


If we ag the Church of God 
at large would pay the “tenth 
of all” and handle it in the 
proper way, the Church of God 
would prove to this world in a 
short time, more than in the 
past, that we had the entire 
Bible system. Ministers could 
be sent to the Northern, East- 
ern and Western states and be 
provided for until churches 
sprang up, that would other- 
wise never be in existence.
